Every person should know how to 
treat a flesh wound.

the first place, close tho lips of the 
wound with tho hands and hold them 
firmly together to check the flow of 
blood until several atitcbes cau be 
taken and a bandage applied.

bathe the wound for a long time in 
oool water. 
“ Should it be painful,” a 
correspondent 
says “ take a panful 
of burning coals and sprinkle upon 
them oommon brown snga", and hold 
the wound in tho smoke. 
In a minute 
or two the pain will be allayed, acd iho 
recovery proceeds rapidly. 
In say ease 
a rusty nail had made a bad wound in 
my foot. 
The pains and nervous irrita­ 
tion were severe. 
This was all removed 
by holding it in the smoke fifteen min­ 
ute’', and I was able to resnmo my 
read ng with comfort.

reoommended it to others with like re­ 
sult.

SFAEKS OP SCIENCE. 


New Method op pRESEUvtNo Meat.— 
M. Tallier has described to the French 
academy an apparatus for preserving 
meat,'.by keeping it in a'oold, dry cham­ 
ber. 
The novelty of hia plan consists 
in tho employment of methylio ether, 
a substance that is gaseous at ordinary 
temperatures and atmospheric pressure, 
but which can bo reduced to the fluid 
state by a pressure of eiglit atmoo- 
plicrep. 
Tlie mothylic other in con­ 
densed and then allowed to expand in 
ccntact with metnl oomparlmcnts con- 
taluing a solution of chloride of calcium, 
which it rodnoos to a low temporatnro. 
Air is blown thronrb Ibis apparatus, its 
moisture is dopositecl as hoar-frost on 
tbo metal, and it paeses in a dry and 
cold state to the chamber in wbiob the 
meat is placod. 
It is found that tho 
flavor of the meat is not injured by re­ 
tention in this situation for forty or 
forty-five clsys, after which, although it 
remains sound, it has a greasy taste.

T he re su lt to which ho i.s led 
iadieates that th e m ass of Ju p ite r should 
bo increased by ab o n t ono two hundred 
and seventy-second p a rt of the p resent 
adopted v alu e; b u t although this cor­ 
rection enables him m oro nearly to sa t­ 
isfy th e ohserv.ations th at have been 
m ads upon this body, b e is y et inclined 
to attrib u te to it only a slight value, 
and hvopes to attain b e tte r results by a 
repetition of bis w ork in fu tu re years. 
Ai-nrcAx E xploratiox.—Lieut. Camo- 
i-on has txarained the western side of 
Lake Tanganyika, and has diacovcred 
t'le long-looked-for outlet which all 
physioai geogvnpuera bad agreed must, 
exist, as in no other way could the 
sweetness of tbo water be accounted 
for. 
This outlet, it app nrs, is called 
Lnkaga, and is situated live miles south 
of the iel.ands explored by Spt-ko. 
It- 
had actually been passed by Living­ 
stone, though in tho night time, -which 
might account for hia having somewhat 
h.ast.ily concluded that the waters flowed 
into, instead of out of, the lake. Lieut. 
Cameron proceeded for about fonr or 
fives niOe.H aiongthe stream, the current 
of wfiicli runs from one to two knots 
per hour, ’unt- further navigation was 
impeded by floating grass and large 
rnslica. 
Lieut. Cameron believes, how­ 
ever, that it oventnally reached 
the 
Lnalaba. 
The Lnslatra itself, "accord­ 
ing to Arab report, ilows into tho Congo, 
and not into the Albert Nyanza, as as­ 
serted by Liviugstcno and Stanley. 'This 
intelligence cau hardly canso much sur­ 
prise to those who read Dr. Behai’s ex­ 
haustive essay on the subject, published 
two years ago, in which he arrived at 
tho same conclu.rion in the most nnmis- 
iafcable manner. 
One Arab had gone 
fifty-five days’ journey from Nyangwa 
down the Lualaba, -which he described 
as broad a.s 'Tan.ganyika, and studded 
with inhabited islands, and bad arrived 
at the sea, where v,-lii!o men had sbifis 
and faatorics. 
Lient. Grandy, explor­ 
ing from the IVost Coast of Africa, by­ 
way of Ambriz and Bembe, ha.s found 
greater dirnenity of penetrat ing into the 
interior of tho ecuntrv by. that route ; 
and from his compar.ativoly^early recall 
on account of tbo death of Livingstone, 
ho has beon unable, apparently, to 
achieve any great geographical di.seov 
cry. 
E ls opinion of the Congo ia, that 
there are two main branches, the south­ 
ern ono draining Angola, and tho north­ 
ern one being, apparently, identical with 
tho Lnalaba. 
It is a matter of congrat- 
nlation for geographers that sufheieut 
funds Jiitvo been collected 
to enable 


make his way down the Lualaba to the 
sen, and tlius completo a journey of tho 
very liigheat interest. 
P ise F orests 
is P ortugal.—The 
pine forest is in general monotonous 
aud nnpictnresquo, for the trees aro al­ 
ways cat before they reach to the digni­ 
ty of “ two ton timber,” aud tho side 
branches are lopped year after year to 
within a yard or two of the tree top. 
The traveler passes league after league 
of straight-stemmod pine, and wearies 
for the sight of a green field or vine­ 
yard. 
Tiio pine forest, too, as in other 
conutries, is silant and deserted : black­ 
birds, jays, and magpies are the only 
birds commonly seen or heard. Now and 
then a wood owl flits ont of the shadow 
of an ivied tree, and tho occasional tap 
of a -woodpecker’s beak, or his sudden, 
laugh-like cry, are sounds that a travel­ 
er feels to bo a relief to the stilluess. 
Human beicgs are rarely; encountered, 
though the forest maintains its own pe­ 
culiar popnlatiou. 
Where the trees are 
rooted in anything but blowing sand, 
gorsG grow.s ; and the cutting of it onoe 
in every three years affords some profit. 
Gorso in Portugneso farm economy is of 
great value, being used for tlio bedding 
of horned cattle, while the whole of tho 
straw of the farm is used for their food ; 
a system that has mivay obvious advan­ 
tages, and others that are not so obvious. 
Every noiv and then, in the depth of the 
forest, a party of ohaiconl burners is 
met with, or of sawyers aud carpenters, 
who eno-amp in the woods, foil and saw 
up the pints, and make the boards upon 
the spot into doors, wiudows, and boxes, 
that are carried long distances for sale. 
If tho forest is in the neighborhood of 
town.s, the fallen needles and cones are 
collected by women and children and 
carried in ueis on donkoy-baok for sale 
as fuel. 
These are the purely forestal 
industries—the only human life con­ 
nected with it—but this dreary deceit 
of pine wood has its oasis. 
Wherever 
a brook sroESCs tbo forest, the scene 
shifts immediateiy, and the water-oourse 
is margined by narrow fields of maize, 
rye, and wheat, or orchards of fruit 
trc-aa rsaoh on either side as far as the 
■water can be made to flow. The stream 
itself is bordered with pollarded oak 
and chestnut trees, over -which vines are 
trained. 
The water-drops work like 
magic under these hot suns, and the 
barren, dnsty soil ia turned by it into 
fertile meadow land. 
’The silence of 
tho forest is exchanged in an instant for 
a concert of woodlarks and nightii gales, 
and the rofrcabing coolness of the water- 
1 ulen air and the green shadow of de- 
cidnons trees are positively delicious to 
the traveler who has passed through the 
shadelese forest and breathed the dry, 


over-sunnad air, pungont with tho peou- 
liar burnt odor -whicb tho pines give 
out.—A'cw (¿uarlerli/ ifagazlne. 


THE LONDOY FIRE BRIGADE. 


A (Jileap niiit HlVcctlve Ueiinrtnicnt. 
There are now 50 statioiiB of the 
brigade in London, and 4 statinns are 
on tho 'Thames, where steam-floating 
engines are moored. 
In corineotion 
with tlieso stations which are all in com­ 
munication with each other by means 
of the electric telegrnnb, there are 53 
telc,gra7fli linee, and 8.5 miles of tele- 
grapb, 1 iron-floating barge to carry a 
land s'oam fire engine, .5 large land 
steam firo engines, 14 small land steam 
five onginGB, 15 7-inoU manual fire en­ 
gines. 50 G-inch manual fire engines, 
and 3!)G firemen. 
There are 105 flre- 
esoape stations and 123 
fire-escspes. 
'The number of firemen employed on 
the several watohea kept up during the 
day is 90 : tho number at night is 18-t, 
so that 271 are o.roployed on watch duty 
in cvory tvrentv-fonr Imurs. 
The num­ 
ber sic’if, injured, on leave, or under in- 
struotion, is usually between 40 and 50. 
Tho remaining men aro available for 
general work at fires. 
During 1873 the 
oalls made on the brigade for a fnrnont 
of engines, were as manv as 1,703. 
Of 
these 83 proved to 'ue falso alarms, and 
72 were alarms of chimney fires. 
Of 
fires other than el-.imney fires there were 
l,51o, of -wliicli iro resulted iu serious 
damage, I,,382 in slight damage. 
In 20 
of those fires lifo was lost, and in 74 of 
them lifo was sorionsly endangered. 
The number of lives aetnally lost was 
35, of whom 12 wore taken out of the 
buriiing buildings before death, bnt 
Bubseqnputly suceumed in hospitals or 
slsewhero. 
Tho total number of calls 
for chimney fires, and in which no alarm 
of general fire had been raised, was 
3,002. 
In these oaPS.s there was no at- 
ttndaneo of epginss, bnt only of flre- 
meu with band pnrairs. 
The quantity 
of water use 1 for i xkinguishing tires in 
the metropolis during the year 1873. 
was about 32.500.000 gallons, or 101,000 
tons. 
The working accounts for the 
year show the expenditnro of tl;e bri­ 
gade to have been nearly .5370,000. 
Of 
this, b.stweeu .S180,000 and §185,000 
wont in salarios and wages, and nearly 
§10,000 for men’s clothing ; something 
nndsr .?2,0G0 for iinsments to medical 
ofticors, and about .§2.500 iu pc-UGions to 
late oflieers and widows. 


Bui war’s Burial. 
.4 writer in Af^estminster Abbey rem­ 
iniscences says: 
"On a cloudy and 
dismal winter morning a hearse bearing 
a dead bocl.v was seen to halt in the 
oourt-ynrd (in front of the abbey.

'The casket was borne by four persons 
and placed in front of the altar, around 
whicJi slnatercd some hilf-dozan per­ 
sona clad iu (he deepest habiltracnts of 
won.

dubious. 
However, a bergher soon ap­ 
peared from behind the pulpit, bearing 
two Email candies, which he placed on 
either h.nud of tho reader, by which 
means he was enabled to 
proceed. 
Nothing could surpass tho solemnity of 
the hour. 
-Agaiu tho organ pealed 
foitli itf thunderous tone.s -n o t a ‘ wed­ 
ding march,’ t;ut a requiem for the 
dead. 
The services concluded, a death­ 
like stillness pervaded tho vast edifice, 
broken only by tho sobs of those who 
wept. 
.Inst at that moment light suf­ 
ficient gleamed frcm without to reveal 
hero and there a few Ecittering ones 
who had come to witness the service, or 
had accidently strayed there at that 
time. 
The casket was now deposited 
in its final resting place, the mourners 
hastil.v departed, aud were home away 
to thc-ir distant homes ; and thus, amid 
this scene of darkness and .almost mid­ 
night gloom, were performed the ob­ 
sequies overall (hat was mortal of the 
“ Night and M-?rniag.”

Founder. 
Founder is an inflammation of the 
pa-tts between tho crnst, or wall, and 
tho coffin bone, inolnding the lamín», 
whence the name by which it is now 
distinguished (lamintis). 
The common 
cause of 
founder is drinking cold 
water when exhausted or much fatigued 
by long, continned cxerlion; bnt ex­ 
cessive exertion alone will, and often 
does, prodnco acute founder, aud is at 
all times the predisposing oau'o of this 
disease. 
The treatment shonld be by 
first removing tho shoes. Next give o 
mild do-e of physio. 
The feet should 
be kept constantly wet by tying a piece 
of felt or flannel around each pastern, 
and allowing it to fall over the hoof, 
where it is to be oonstantly wetted with 
a mixture composed of wafer, two parts; 
alcohol, ono part. 
Or let the feet bo 
kept moist by iinnltices, two parts bran, 
with one part oil meal. 
Long r.,Bt in a 
rocmy loose box, tho floor covered -with 
tan or sawdust, is necessary to perfect 
recovery.

Hawaiian Reciprocity. 
Negotiations for reciprocity with the 
Sandwich Islands have been practically 
completed and w ill be sent to tho 
senate iu the course of a few days. 
At

sioner, it has been provided that the 
treaty shall not go into effect until the 
house of representatives gives its sanc­ 
tion by appropriate legislation. 
The 
question recently raised by resolutions 
of the Vermont legislature, as to the 
right of the president and senate alone 
to deoide such matters of commercial 
policy, will thna be avoided. 
The Hawaiian oommissioners have 
also suggested the insertion of a oíanse 
prohibiting the levying of export duties 
on any articles named in the treaty. 
This has been done in view of the ac­ 
tion of the government of Brazd, which 
when tho "Dnited- States removed the 
import dnty on coffee, levied an export 
duty of five cent per pound on that ar­ 
ticle, which has since been added to 
the profits of foreign producers and 
paid by oooBnmets.

In European cities, 
■vhere the poorer classes live in crowded 
teuements, vvo have seen the lairest and 
choicest flowers 
blooming in window 
gardens, cultivated 
hy 
hands 
that 
earned but a few cents per day to pro­ 
vide for the wants of a large family. 
In Iho country, especially one like ours, 
with tho ñncst climato and tho richest 
soil in the world, it is a reproach to our 
civilization tiiat our flower gardens are 
so ill supplied and iioorly cultivated, 
lu o-ji- cagernesB to obtain wealth we 
imagino that it is necessary to devote 
all our time to its pursuit, and that 
every moment of time aud every rod 
of ground that is not devoted to m ating 
money is ivastcd. 
‘-W e havo no time 
to fool with gatdon truck or with flow- 
i.ra,” sRva the farm-ir who lives in a 
tnmble-'down log liimso 
with worm 
itfuces, ililupitiiiteU Híublcs iiiitl sbods, 
cats hog aud hominy, makes his fifty, a 
hundred or two hniidred bales of cot­ 
ton. 
E viry hour in tho day, week 
afto 
week, year aiter year, m ust bo 
devoted to raise more cottou._ Not a 
momc-nt can bo spared to enjoy the 
beauty aud glory which nature so lav­ 
ishly yields for cho asking.

Wo now want tho best and 
cheapest plan of renovating these lands, 
so as to grow remunorative crops. 
To 
do this, we must have our lands charged 
with a good supply of vegetable matter 
to make the land lively aud productive. 
This can only bo obtained b y the turn­ 
ing under of green crops and afterwards 
a judicious rotation of crops; in doing 
this, we can only cultivate what lands 
we can manure well, or such as have not 
been exhausted. 
L et us take tho lands 
in the fall, break thoroughly and sub­ 
soil : in the spring, plow and sow peas 
about the first of Juno, and harrow 
them in. 
Turn under the peas in September 
and sow to rye, and pasture through the 
winter with sheep; the second spring 
turn under rye at proper tim e and again 
sow to peas ; these in turn to be plowed 
in Septem ber; then in October, by sow­ 
ing one bushel of wheat or oats and 
thirty bushels of cotton seed per acre, 
and harrowing in w elt with clover seed 
ligh tly harrowed in the spring, you are 
ready for a judicious system of rotation 
of crops—say cotton, corn, wheat and 
olover. 
If lim e can be prooured at rea 
sonable prices it should be used where 
green orops are turned under.—A m e ri­ 
can .Farmer. 
TUB NEOESSITV OF OliASK CtTLTUUE. 
T he cultivation of grasses and forage 
plants is an indispensable attribute of 
prosperity. 
W hy are the lands of K en­ 
tucky and Ohio so much more valuahle 
than these of tho cotton states, when 
we can produce a oommeroial article of 
prime nccessit.y worth twice a i inuoh 
per acre as their pioduots? 
It is bo- 
cause wo disregard rotation, exclude 
evt-ry other crop but cotton and base all 
our chances of success upon a single 
card. 
In an agricultural point of view 
grass is the greatest boon eyer donated 
to man. 
It grows unceasingly day and 
night, wet and dry, cold and hot, and 
fiirnishss^the cheapest stock feed ex­ 
tant. 
I have had hogs from seven to 
nine months old , w eighing 250 pounds, 
and yet they had never tasted anything 
but grass. 
The land should b e well drained, and 
if not siilficiently rolling to drain nat­ 
urally, it m ust ho done artificially. 
Water must, under no cironmatances, 
bo permitted to stand on land devoted 
to grass culture, else the grasses sown 
will be destroyed in such places, and 
“ wire grass” w ill furnish a substituto 
as unprofitable as it is undesirable. 
The proper preparation of the land 
is ot prime im portance. 
I would use a 
one-horse turning plow, running at a 
depth of three to four inches, follow 
with a subsoil as deep as the best double 
team could 
draw the sam e, harrow 
well and thoroughly yulverize tho soil 
by rolliog or 
dragging as 
may bo 
neocpsary in 
order that th e surfiico 
may b e smooth and adapted to the use 
of tl o mower. 
T his preparation is not 
altogether necessary ; 
iu fact, clover 
sown in tH ’ .'-11 or early w inter is mero

by the sun and wind of its most valu­ 
able properties, is the best way to ap­ 
ply m-auuro ; others iuidst that m-amu-e 
SiU'oad upon the laud aud allowed to 
remaia on the snfaco does uot waste by 
expoauro to 
tho 
elem ents, 
because 
being so ihorouglily spread it docs uot 
fermeut, and cousequvutly does not 
em it ammonia. 
Although many gicod farmers and 
really enlightened hgricul.uri.sta liolil 
the latter opisiou, invariably act upon 
it and raise lino crops, wo cannot ap­ 
prove it, beca.ise, iu our jud.gmont. It is 
not basci.’, upon truo prlueiple. Nobody 
Will deny that the value of mi.uure de­ 
pends upon tho amount of ammonia aud 
aoiuble phosphatos it possesses, and 
that the ammonia is volatile. It is only 
uece.?sary to walk over a field ou which 
stable mauuro has bo-cu no-yly spread 
aud sm ell the ammonia that is'escaping 
and dilfnsiug itself in tho atmospboro to 
bo oouvineod ot this. 
'Iho ammonia 
thus c.irried away is so much lost to tho 
laud, and t'uough perhaps all tho am­ 
monia cantaiui'd iu the manure may not 
bo oarncal off, .some being washed into 
tho soil by tho rain and thus carried 
down and deposited in tho Btoreho-JBO, 
wliouco tho growing crop will draw it 
out, a great dctil is thus wasted. 
Wo, 
(hereforo, adhoro flrmly to the belief 
that all manures should be plowed un­ 
der as soon as po.ssiblo .tfter they are 
spread, whenever the ground is not too 
wot to bo plowed. 
The fiict tuat top-dressing crops— 
meadows, for ins'tanoo—is beneficial to 
them, although tho manure is exposed 
to tho sun and wiud and cannot bo 
turned under, is not a conclusivo argu­ 
ment. i t is the only way in which solid 
mauuro ot iiuy kind c.an bo applied to a 
meado-,V.

feathered out ou their heads, and they 
stopped eating each other’s feathers, a 
habit hard to break. 
Salt is a sim ple 
remedy for many things. 
I t w ill cure 
fiiok headache, make cream fret zs, make 
tho butter com e, take ink stains out of 
cloth of 
any kind, k ill w eeds 
and 
worms, make the ground cool so it is 
more congenial to cabbage, celery, etc., 
eftso the itching pain caused b y irritable 
skin disease like itch, hives, etc., pro­ 
duce vom iting or stop it, just as you 
like, and many other things too numer­ 
ous to mention. 
S till, I onoa fed some 
potatoes to young chickens and turkeys 
tuat had been boiled with salt corned 
beef and killed every one of them .—

Close of a Famous Racer’s Career. 
The famous fonr-miler, Thad Stevens, 
was sold at auction in San Francisco 
last week for the moderate sum of 
$1,000. His history-has been an event­ 
ful oue. 
In his younger days he was 
broken to harness, was used for a rend 
horse for some time, aud could trot in 
3:10. 
He did not gain much fame until 
he was five or six years old, since 
whioh time his victories have bean 
numerous. 
In the race at Sacramento, 
mile heats, three in five, with Nell Fla­ 
herty, Thornhill and others, he made 
the fastest time ever recorded in a third 
heat—l:43i. At Oakland, iu 1873, in a 
fonr-miie and repeat race, his record ol 
7:30 is the fastest second heat ever 
made. 
His four mile aud repeat race, 
when ho defeated Joe Daniels and Trac 
Blue, showed him to be a horse of re­ 
markable xiower and endurance, as he 
had to run sixteen miles before victory 
perched on his banner. At oue time 
Thad could have been sold for $12,000 
or $15,000, but since his defeat by Katie 
Pease last year it was plain to bo seen 
his running days are over, and conse­ 
quently his value has decreased. He 
will probably now be kept exclatively 
tor breeding purposes. 


One of the noticeable sights about 
Chapultepec, Mexico, is the grove of 
gigantic o.vpresBOS, said to be from one 
thousand five hundred to two thousand 
years old, with trunks scarred and torn 
by shot and shells fired in the imme­ 
diate neighborhood.

Oattle-Feedino.—“ Littleand often” 
is tbe motto of the careful and skillful 
cattle-feeder. As an example we give 
the practico of tho most sncoesaful of 
English feeders. At 6:30 in tho morn­ 
ing, m.f al mixed with pulped roots and 
cut ebaff, just enough of tho roots to 
moisten the chaff; at 8 o’clock, 20 
pounds of sliced roots; at 10 o’clock 
meal and chaff, as before ; at noon, oil 
cake and chaff; at 2 o’clock, meal and 
ohaff, as before; at 4:30 p. m., meal and 
chaff; at 6 p. m., hay, from fonr to five 
pounds. 
'lYater is kept where it can be 
taken at all times, and tho animals are 
kept in boxes, loose. Three or four 
pounds of meal is enough to begin with 
per day, and it is increasoi as the cat- 
tie need it. 
Tobacco Gitowisa 'Wild in Nevada. 
—The tobacco plant appears to be in­ 
digenous to Nevada. It grows wild in 
several parts of this country, and tho 
stalks attain a height of thrta or four 
feet in some places, particularly where 
the soil has been dist.irbed. The weed 
nourishes along tho railroad embank­ 
ment near Keinlcr’s Mill, where it may 
bo seen by those who have any ciiriosity 
to examine it. The spontaneous growth 
of tobacco in this soil and climate 
would indicate that both are adapted to 
its 
production. 
Some enterprising 
farmer should procure tire seed or some 
hardier cultivated varieties and give it 
a f:rir trial next season. Tobacco is a 
profitable crop, and its succesaiul oulU- 
vation in Humboldt county may not be 
i m p Q . s f i b l e . 


R a b ie s. — Though the sight of a dog 
almost changes the passive state of hy­ 
drophobia iu any animal to tho active, 
raging condition, there is one recorded 
fact which points to the jjrobab lity 
that an animal s'tlliotod with this dis­ 
ease is thrown into a violent state at 
sight of an individual btlorging to the 
particular species irom whioh poison 
was received. 
A horse ineoculated with 
rabil 8 obtained from sheep, and exhib­ 
iting the most terrible symptoms of the 
malady, showed no disquietude what­ 
ever at the sight of a dog. 
When ono 
was thrown to him he pushed it away 
with hie nose, but a sheep being placed 
iu the same iuclosure, he became fran­ 
tic, and in a dreadful paroxysm of rage 
he seized it aud killed it with oue 
movement cf his powerful jaws. 
This 
case is in direct opposition to the usual 
course of th in g O o r animals suffering 
from rabies hM¡0fia all other iustimces, 
been excitetlio madness whenever-a 
dog showed himself. 
It may he that 
the constancy’ of this phenomenon is 
due only to the fact that the iunooulatiug 
is almost always inilicted by a dog.

Nessleb says that the keep­ 
ing qualities of smoked meat do nob 
depend upun tho amount of smoking, 
but upon the uniform sud proper drying 
of the meat. 
It is of considerable ad­ 
vantage also to roll the meat en its re­ 
moval from the salt, before smoking, 
in sawdust or bran. By this means the 
ornst formed in smoking will not be 
thiok ; and if moisture condenses upon 
the meat it remains iu the bran, the 
brown coloring matter of the smoke 
not peuolrating. 
The host x>laoe to 
keep the meat ia in a smoke-house, in 
whioh it remains dry, without drying 
out entirely as it does when hung in a 
chimney.

Music from Flames. 
A novel and very remarkable musical 
instinmeiit has recently bocu invented 
by M. F. Kastner, of Paris, whioh, it is 
said, produced astouisliiug effects even 
in the midst of tbo largest otcbestras. 
It is tinned hy its inventor the pyro- 
pho-je. 
The origin of the device is 
duo to a curious discovery made by Mr. 
Kastner in the properties of Einging' 
flames. 
Many soicutifio men have 
studied these interesting phenomena, 
b u t t t i u 
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Memory. 
Tho human mind iu this life may fail 
to recall or recollect, bat all it learns 
will bo remembered eternally. 
Some 
evince in thisjife this wonderful power 
of recollection; but hereafter all shall 
remember the facts of life as well as 
anj’ remember them hero. The notori­ 
ous count of St. Germain is a wcnder- 
fnl instance of the power of reoollec- 
tion. 
Any newspaper ho road once he 
knew by memory, and was futuiaUed 
with such a gigantio, comprehensive 
power of nnnqbering, that he retained a 
series of numbers, which he oonld re 
cite forward, backward, and pulled out 
from tho middle. 
From Ihe court ol 
H eu ry lll., in Cracow, ho demanded 
one hundred packs of pioquet cards, 
mixed them together in disorder, let 
him Eam'e «11 the saocessioa of tke 


ice. As tho result ot ins investiga­ 
tion, Mr. Kastner finds that if, in a tube 
of glass or other suitable materia', two 
or more isolated flamís of proper sizo 
be introducsd and located at a point cor- 
rcspouding to one-third tho length of 
the tube, reckoning from tbe base, snob 
flames will -vibrato in unison. 
Tho 
phsnomenon oontiunos as long as the 
fiamrs remain fleporatCj but ‘ the sound 
ceases the instant they are‘ brought in 
contact. The pyrojóhoite at first sight 
resembles an organ, bnb instead of be­ 
ing operated by air blown in it pro­ 
duces its notes by the singing of the 
flames within the tubes, the quality of 
tbo sound, its pitch and intensity de­ 
pending of course on the dimensions of 
the latter. 
The biuupra-.from which 
tiio flames emerge ara eo arranged that 
the flames run togethér, but may be 
separated instantly by pressing down a 
key on an ordinal y key-board in feont. 
The position of the key in relation to 
the Eound is tbo same as niion the piano 
or organ.

The Im perial Purple. 
•A-short time ago, an: extensive hea¡) 
of refuse shells .was disoovoted near 
Athens, and snppoEed jt'o be a kjtohen- 
midden. 
Subsequent “ investigation 
proved that the heap constated entirely 
of a species of murex and other ahe'la 
whioh yield tho famous dye known as 
the Tyriau purple. This fact induced 
the conclusion that Eere was tho site of 
an ancient dyeing establishment. 
A 
single shell of the murex gives but a 
diminutive drop of tho secretion, oou- 
seqiiently large numbers are oonsnmed 
in the production of but a small amount 
of dye, whioh made it very precious. 
In Cicero’s time a pound of wool colored 
with this, the only purple known to tho 
ancients, cost about $175. Because of 
its groat beauty and riigli cest. purple 
became the symbol of imperial power. 
Ontranto, Ihe anoient Tarentum, was 
one of the great mnrex-fisheiies of tho 
Romans, and a largo number of dyeing 
establishments were located there. For 
several centuries after the fell of Ihe 
Roman empire and tho decline of the 
murex fisheries, purple was an unknown 
color in Europe. 


A lcohol as a Remedy eou Bukns.— 
Alcohol, lecommeudod by Sydenham, 
has lately been employed by Leviseur, 
particularly with children, as the most 
rapid and effective means of alleviating 
the jiain of burns. 
The affected part 
is either simply covered loosely witli an 
alcoholic compress or is bathetl with al- 
Gohol, when tho pain instantly disap­ 
pears, bu t returns again when tho ap­ 
plication ceases. 
It must, therefore, 
be continued for one or two hours, and 
then be repeated at longer intervals, 
until the reddened epidermis is bleached 
and shrivelled, or until any blisters 
that may have formed have opened and 
discharged, which will take place iu 
from six to twelvo hours. 
Care must 
bo taken, espeoially where the surface 
to.be treated is large, that the vapor of 
the alcohol does not affect tho patient.
